CIA Details to the National Security 
Council 


1. Action Requested : That you may wish to discuss 
with the Director past practices of detailing CIA profes- 
sional and clerical employees to the National Security 
Council to ascertain whether we maintain the status quo. 

2. Background : The Central Intelligence Agency and 

the National Security Council have had a rather informal 

arrangement in detailing CIA people to NSC. Requirements 
for clerical and/or secretarial support have been levied, -- 
usually by telephone, sometimes by note -- from the 
Administrative Officer/NSC to either the Director of 
Personnel or his Executive Assistant. To the best of our 
recollection, this arrangement has been going on for 15 or 
more years. We are reimbursed for clerical/secretarial 
employees, and they are not charged against Agency ceiling. 
There has been a general understanding that professional 
Agency employees detailed to NSC are not reimbursable; 
that, is, we pay their salaries, they are slotted against 
Agency positions, and they count against the Agency’s 
personnel strength ceiling. The rationale has been that 
those officers assigned to staff roles at NSC, as well as 
to the White House Situation Room, are an extension in some 
way of our own activities. Over the years, this matter of 
details to other Government agencies has been a question 
raised by the Directors of Central Intelligence, and the 
matter was thoroughly reviewed by the Senate and House 
Select Committees. As far as we know, there has not been 
any criticism of our detailing people to the NSC. Attached 
at Tab A for instance is a memorandum signed by you to

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3. Current Situation : At the present time Samuel
